| Manufacturer, Attacks 
High Protective Duties 


New York, April 26.—Louis Re- 
nault, French automobile manu- 
facturer, arrived yesterday on the 
French liner Ile de France. He 
was accompanied by his wife and 
son Jean, and by Messrs. Serre 
and Tordet, two engineers of the 
Renault company in France. He 
is here for an inspection of the 
American automobile industry. 

Mr. Renault said that he was 
opposed to high protective tariffs 
on automobiles either here or 
abroad. 

“The automobile industry is no 
longer an infant one,” he said. 
“Your high tariff calls for a re- 
taliatory one on the part of other 
countries, and that is not good for 
the business. The tariff should 
be lifted in all countries letting 
trade go, as it should, to the best 
product. Only the smaller and 
less important companies would 
suffer from such an arrangement. 
The bigger ones would thrive.”

Lansing, Mich., April 26.—All pre- 
vious records for shipments have 
| been broken this month by the Olds 
Motor Works here, figures of the 
sales division show. Shipments Mon- 
| day t totaled 549 vehicles, topping all 
| previous marks. Not in thirty years 
| has the Olds either duplicated or 
| even approached this figure. 
| The first quarter of 1928 has sur- 
| passed in shipments anything here- 
| tofore recorded. On Monday of this 
| week, the Olds Motor Works had 
shipped 10,000 more vehicles than in 
the first quarter of 1927. April pro- 
| duction, it is believed, will be up to 
| schedule, but far from sufficient to 
supply dealers, and _ considerable 
| April business, must be carried into 
May. , 
Employees at the Olds plant are 
|on overtime schedules. All depart- 
ments are on the job after regular 
| hours, and there is a night shift 
| working in some of the departments.

$5,000,000 Deal With G. M. 


YLEVELAND, April 26.—A sales 
contract which will net the 
Willard Storage Battery Company 
close to $5,000,000 in business dur- 
ing the next two years has been 
signed with the General Motors 

Corporation. 

T. A. Willard, president, revealed 
the details of the agreement today 
in denying reports that General Mo- 
tors was negotiating to buy an in- 
terest in the Willard company. 

The Willard company is one of 
the “big three” -battery manufac- 
turers with which General Mo- 
tors has concluded the sales agree- 
ments, which run for twe years. 

Others are the Electric Storage 
Battery Company, which owns 


Willard outright, and the U. S. L. 
Battery Company. 

Under the agreement Willard 
|said the Willard company would 
supply four General Motors units 
with batteries, and that the busi- 
| ness would run into “several mil- 
lions.” 

Shipments from the Cleveland 
| plant will be made to Chevrolet 
| Motors, Olds Motor Works, Oakland 
| Motor Car Company and General 
| Motors Truck Company. 

It is understood here that the 
General Motors agreements call for 
shipments from the various battery 
plants to the nearest métor plants 
in a plan to reduce freight charges 
to the minimum.

yielding $65,000,000 last year, be re- 
pealed at once, the House having 
taken similar action before the 
Christmas holidays. 

The action of the committee 
was acclaimed today by the vari- 
ous automotive organizations as a 
sweeping victory and a final yet 
belated acknowledgment by Con- 
gress that the tax has been a dis- 
criminatory and burdensome class 
legislation. 

The Democratic tax reduction 
plan, while calling for about $325,- 
000,000, or over $100,000,000 more 
than is proposed by the Republicans, 
also will include repeal of the auto- 
mobile levy, Senator Simmons of 
North Carolina, ranking member of 
the committee, today assured Auto- 
motive Daily News. 

Both Republicans and Democrats 
will support repeal and defeat the 
administration demand that the 
automotive levy be retained. 

Roy D. Chapin, president of 
the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce, at the request 
of Automotive Daily News today, 
from his offices in Detroit dic- 
tated a statement characterizing 
the action of the Senate com- 
mittee as a “distinct tribute to 
fair play.” 

Thomas D. Henry, president of | 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion, and J. Borton Weeks, presi- 
dent of the American Motorists’ 
Association, also expressed gratifi- 
cation over the action of the Re- 
publican majority of the committee 
in voting for repeal. 

“The action of the committee,” | 
Mr. Chapin said, “marks the be- | 
ginning of the ehd of a long fight 
which the motor car gwners of the 
country have made to free them- 
selves from an unjust levy that 
should have been removed years 
ago. 

“The committee’s action is com- 
plete recognition of the unfair- 
ness of this form of taxation. It 
is the forerunner of further ac- 
knowledgement by the legislative 
branch of the government that 
the motor car is not a luxury, as 
claimed by the secretary of the 
Treasury, but an element of 
transportation that must hence- 
forth be recognized as a public 
necessity in the efficiency, com- 
fort and economy of our national 
life. 


“Incidentally, farmers and many 


other users of motor cars will profit | 


vastly by repeal of this tax. The 
forthcoming repeal, which we un- 
derstand at this moment, is defi- 
nitely assured, must not be regarded 
as a victory for the manufacturers, 
who did not have to pay the tax, but 
a victory for the motor car buyers, 


who were saddled with an unjust | 


burden for the last nine years. 

Decision to recommend repeal was 
declared by Mr. Henry to fore- 
shadow final elimination of this un- 
just hangover war levy. 

“This action,” said Mr. Henry, 
“means that the majority of the 
committee members have recognized 
that further continuation of this 
obsolete levy on account of which 
the car owners have already paid in 
excess of $1,100,000,000 would be a 
flagrant and needless discrimination 
against a large class of citizens al- 
ready overburdened with a diversity 
of tax levies.” 

Mr. Henry said the A. A. A. has 
consistently fought for the repeal of 
the tax and declared that the de- 
cision of the manufacturers to im- 
mediately pass the benefits on to 
the car purchaser will go far toward 
adding to the prosperity of the na- 
tion. 

“The report of the vote by Re- 
publican members of the committee 
favoring repeal is wonderful news 
to us,” he added.

“The motorist is ready and will- 
ing to pay his share of taxes,” Mr. 
Weeks added, “as evidenced by the 
fact that during the last fiscal year 
motorists of the country paid a total | 
in gasoline taxes and license fees of | 
$474,304,078. The principle of the| 
sales tax, however, taxing the mo- | 
torist on the theory that an auto- 
mobile is a luxury, has always been 
regarded by the motorist as unfair.”

A FLOODED FIELD 


RE there too many new items offered the jobber? And 

is he warranted in increasing his number of new lines? 
Elsewhere is indicated the number of new items brought 
| out over a period of three months for three years preceding 
| 1928. During the last three months of 1927 a leading trade 
|paper published descriptions of 134 new products. This 
means an approximate total of 536 items against 388 for 
1925. 

New items of the established manufacturer when 
' backed by a national advertising campaign, and by merchan- 
dising effort on.the part of the jobber, can be moved. 

But the hundred and one doodads and gadgets 
by the practically unknown maker, and without na- 
tional advertising, do NOT move so well IF they move 
at all. 

In either case the lines must pay 2 reasonable net profit 

over the cost of distribution and doing business. If a rea- 
{sonable profit is not possible non-paying lines are better off 
| the jobbers’ shelves. 
It is held, and rightly so, that the small and new manu- 
facturer should be encouraged, that there should be a place 
in the sun for him. But the newcomer in the equipment 
and accessory field is finding it more difficult to find an 
outlet for his products and to compete with the established 
manufacturer. 

Some wholesalers are attracted by the discounts of 
these concerns and believe that they will attain volume. More 
frequently they do not obtain either volume or profit—for 
the jobber or the retailer. 

With the hand-to-mouth buying as exists today the job- 
bers’ buyer needs to exercise more than ordinary caution 
in selecting his wares, for it is not always the volume line 
that makes the net profits.

Some automobile body companies 
have already swung into line and 
have devoted entire departments to 
the production of airplane fuselages 
and parts. Automobile engine com- 
panies, too, have devoted much time 
and study to production of aerial 
power plants, and with the growing 
popularity of this means of trans- 
portation it will only be a matter 
of time until the small town garage 
owner will be able to clear off the 
potato patch in the. rear of his 
shop, hang out his sign and let his 
customers “drop” in on him. 

In the good old days of the in- 
dustry the village smithy offered the 
only relief for the fallen motorist. 
Many smiths when asked to repair 


the carburetor or ignition system 
thought they were being called bad 
names. In these days, perhaps, the 
small town mechanic may think he 
is being called out of his name if 
the fallen aviator drops in and asks 
him to repair a tail-fin or the fus- 
elege frame or a Strut. 

The replacement parts field of 
aviation has merely been plowed; it 
needs harrowing, seeding and cul- 
tivation.
